The subject is one beset with difficulties; but with dif. 
ficultics by no menns insuperable. No doubt ft is easy to 
lay out plans on paper by which every apparent obstacle to 
the echool training of agricultural labourers’ children may be 
met and overcome; but, unfortunately, the realities of life do 
not—ns a matter of course—conform themselves to our bost- 
laid schemes. Those who, without waiting for an Act of 
Partinament, and who, consulting only the promptings 
of thelr own benevolent dispositions, have attempted 
to banish ignorance from among the labouring popala- 
tion on their own estates, have learned by experience 
that it ia ome thing to devise and euperintend the sem. 
ingly Ukeliest means for the result they have in view, and 
quite another thing to sccomplish that result. No machinery, 
however nicely organised, will suffice of itself to work out the 
intellectual elevation of the agrécuitural claas until there & 
breathed into that clans an earnest desire to make use of that 
machinery for ruising iteelf above its present restricted and 


degraded condition. Something may be done by Legislative 
authority to compel parents to send their children to school, and. 
to keep thems there until they have mnstered the rudiments of 
knowledge; and it is to be expected that eo much as Purlia- 
mont can doin a matterof this kind i¢ will,apon due invitation 
of the Government, conaent to do; but it is not to be taken 
for granted that what the Legislature authoritatively ordaina 
‘will compass all the ends it contemplates. In # sparse popu- 
lation whose daily wages are barely sufficient to provide them 
with the means of subsistence, whose parental instincts are 
dulled by want, and who, thempelves reared in ignorance, 
seldom appreciate the benefits of education, the most formid- 
able difficulties to the successful carrying out of any 
educational scheme present themselves. Whilst, therefore, 
we are favourable to Legislative interference analogous to that 
which has already been adopted in factories and workshops, 
we are not disposed to overrnte the immediate advantage tc 
be derived from it, and fear that two or three generations 
must pass away before the young poopie of our agricultural 
population will exhibit the same amount of mental eniture as 
that by which the Scotch of the same class are distinguisbed.

Let us euppote thus mach to bave been secured by legis- 
lotive and administrative care. Other diMcultics immediately 
present themselves, The horse has been brought to the 
water, but the problem stil] remains unsolved how he ts to be 
made to drink, Is there any method upon which reliance can 
be placed, the application of which will reconcile the opposite 
interests in this matter of parents and children? The parents 
want the earnings of their offspring at aa early a period of 
their lives as possible; the chikiren, on the other hand, ought 
to be nt school. Various systems have been devised to give 
the latter the advantages to which they are rightly entitled 
without trenching too deeply on the weekly income of the 
former. The half-time system, so successful in factories, is 
found to be inapplicable to field labour. The alternste- 
day system has been tried, and has yiekled eaccessful results, 
but then it needs the contiguity of a numerous population in 
order to farnish relays of juvenile workers; and even where 
each is the case the weather often interrupts the regular alter- 
pation, But it docs so happen that juvenile labour fa not 
required all the year round. There are intervala of days, 
weeks, and even months together when it can be spared ; and 
if it could be arranged that those intervals could ns nearly os 
possible be filled in with schooling most of the difficulties of 
the problem would be thereby solved. We need not despair, 
we think, of eventually compassing the end we have in view. 
The conditions to which it is subject do not necessarily pre- 
clade the poesibility of achieving the result,

Not for the first time in English history have bishope of 
the Church of England shown themselves ready to advance 
much further on what may be called, according to the views 
of the spenker, the road of toleration, or the road of “ inf 
tuntion,” than the masses have chosen to scoompany them, 
We are reminded that in 1763, whem it was proposed to 
naturalise the Jews, not only did the Lords carry the bill, but 
bishops spoke in its favour, and in return were hooted and 
pelted by the artisan-reformers of that day, who ultimately 
frightened the Minister into having the bill repealed, In the 
debate, which we are now briefly describing, the Bishop of 
Oxford stood up with characteristic courage for the endow- 
ment af the Catholics and Presbyteriana, No one was more 
sensible than himself of the evils arising from that part of the 
teaching of the Roman Catholic Church which differs from the 
teaching of our own; but that teaching is, in its main element, 
the teaching of our common Ciristianity. And it was far less 
of sacrilege to take Church property, and give it for a decidedly 
religious purpose—giving manse and gleboto thoee who minister 
according to their light to our fellow-Christlans—than to apply 
it to a secular purpose and in aid of the packets of those who 
hold the bread lands of Irelamil. The Bishop of St. David's, 
as might be expected, expressod his deep sympathy with the 
tentiments of Earl Grey, Earl Russell dwelt upon the fact 
that moral influence was especially wanted for the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, and he atrongly advocated the giving manses 
and glebes. The Archbishop of Canterbury adhered to his 
disbelief in the efficacy of the voluntary principle, and was 
prepared to give hisenpport tothe amendment of Karl Grey, or 
another in a similar direction; and Lord Westbary gave Lord 
Grey warm support. Lori Salisbury sketched the broad 
principle that we were not to consider whether we were 
endowing truth or error, but whether we were applying money 
according to our acceptance of the trust under which we held 
it, The question was whether it was more for the benefit of 
the people of Ireland that the money should go in eapport of 
pricats or of lunatics, and he preferred the priests to the 
lunatics,

system, in the hands of private companics, bas not given all 
those advantages to the public of which it in reasonably 
believed to be capable. We are warranted in anticipating 
that by the change now contemplated telegraphic communica 
tion will become much cheaper, much more systematic, and 
muck more available for all sections of the community. 

Lat us take, for example, the proposed uniform tariff of 
one shilling for twenty words, We do not pledge ourselves 
to any approval of the precise sum fixed upon. Experience 
may hereafter prove the expediency of reducing it. But, 
unquestionably, uniformity in this case, as in that of the Post 
Office, will prove to be of immense power in the development 
of the telegraphic system. When men can calculate with 
certainty the expense at which they can command fucilities 
ia the transaction of their business, and when they can 
obtain such facilities by a moderate outlay, they are 
haturlly induced to regard them on a part of the 
pecestary means of success, and to adopt them accord- 
ingly, It is clear that telegraphic communication will 
Very soon enter into, and constitute an indispensable part af, 
the machinery of trade. Probably, also, ft will be mach more 
extensively made we of than now by members of families 
separated one from another, It ia not @ violent stretch of 
imagination to suppose that, within a quarter of a century, 
the magnetic wire will discharge the greater part of tho 
fanctions at present discharged by the Poet, and that almost 
every individual in her Majesty's dominions will fall into the 
habit of making use of the telegraph in all cases in which a 
taving of time is of the beast importance.

Our readers will have learnt long before now, with grati- 
fied foclings, the remarkable success which has attended the 
recess of laying the French Attantic cable, from Minon, on 
the Frened coast, to the island of 8& Pierre, near the oppo- 
site shore of the Atlantic, The completion of this main 
section of direct telegruphio communiestion between France 
and the United States excited low profonnd sensation than 
that which was everywhere felt on the succesful laying 
of the British cable from the west coast of Ireland to 
Newfoundland. The experiment was then a novel one. 
The appliances were necessarily less perfect than these 
which the experience then gained suggested to engineers. 
Nevertheless, mo little uncertainty beset the under- 
taking. It did not follow as a matter of course that 
what bed been dane once, we may even say twice, with srtis- 
factory results could be done again with the like good 
fortune, The laying of a cable along the bottom of an ocean 
between two and three thousand miles from one point of land 
to another, and im some parts over two miles in depth, 
fovolves such a maltiplicity of risks as might well cool down 
the coumge of capitalists to the lowest stage of pradence. 
‘The incessant vigilanoe required to prevent the occurrence of 
any flaw in the cable itself; the chances that in paying 


te which such an undertaking is liable will always commingle 


with the hopes even of the most sanguine projectors a con- | 


siderable dash of fear. In the present instance as in the 
former, though to a much smaller extent, there were critical 
moments when expectation was compelled to bold its breath 
and watch with intense anxiety through a period of suspense. 
Science, however, and « ready mode of applying it to dif- 
ficulties as they azcse, comqnered now aa before, and brilliant 
succees has been achieved. We are all thankful for it—-hardly 
the less so because it has been achieved on behalf of our 
neighbour instend of ourselves, 

Perhaps, in giving full swing to our grateful emotions at 
the accomplishment of this work, some force i to be attributed 
to the thonght that the main ageney employed in bringing 
about the happy result has been English, Nationally con- 
sidered, wniloubtedly, the enterprise muy be regarded ay a 
Prench one; but, substantially, it has been wroaght out by 
English skill, comrage, and emiurance, This, bowever, ia 3 
trifling matter. We rejoice that our gallant and highly- 
civilised neighbour has been pnt into possession, by whatever 
meons, of an instantaneous communication with the Western 
Hemisphere, similar to that which, after several unsmecessful 
attempts, we ourselves enjoy. We should be glad ta 
hear that the Theriun peninswla bad put iteelf upom an 
equal footing with England and France in this matter, So far 
frem grudging either of these great nations um equality with 
eur own in the mode of communication with distant parts of 
the earth, we hail with unalloyod satisfaction every link which 
brings into closer proximity the different sections of man- 
kind ; and we anticipate from all such successful undertakings

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CONSTITUTIONAL REFORMS IN FRANCE. 


A Senatus-Consaltum haa been submitted to the French Senate 
as the first step towards carrying Into effect the concessions 
announced by the Emperor a short time since, It embraces 
all the points mentioned in the letter af Napoleon to the 
Legislative Body. So far as can be judged from the contents 
of the document, it sustains hie good faith to his subjecta. 
How far the Senate may narrow the ground which it is thelr 
basiness legally and technically to define, and which has been 
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granted by the Sovereign in conformity with his interpre- 
tation of his people's desire that the political institutions 
of France might be made to rest upom a brooder basis, 
remains to be seen. Public opinion in France has, to o 
certain extent, been troubled with doubts, in consequence of 
the sbrupt of the Corps Législatif, and of the 
appointment of M. Rouher, subsequently to his resignation of 
ministerial office, to the Presidency of the Senate. It is likely 
enough that he will employ the vast influence which his new 
position gives him in circumscribing, as far as be is permitted

The chief danger, as it appears to na, best the seeds of a 
more literal Constitution should be destroyed before they 
have fairly consists in the general want of faith 
exhibited by all classes of the Empire in the axiom that tene 
national freedom is never the result of manufacture, bat of 
growth, What is required, above all things, for the stendy 
development of free institutions is patience and pelf-reetraint, 
Nothing worth having comes into existence in a perfected con- 
ditien—systema of government least of all, There must be 
continuity, both of purpeee and of action, or there will 
be no real progress, Something must be taken for 
granted, and acquiesced in as practically unalterabio, or 
it is vain to look for satiefactory political develop- 
ment. In France, owing to historical canses into which 
we carmet now enter, it has been too much the habit 
ef the people to brenk into pieces defective machinery 
of government, tnetead of labouring to sapply the defocts, 
Nations cannot be always beginning at the beginning, nor 
going back to the primary principles of things. France, and 
erpecially France s+ she now fa, might do herself more good 
if she were Jess logical—if she would consider utility a little 
more and symmetry n little less. The science of making the 
best poesible use of the means within our reach does more to 
help us on our way to better means than any «peculatire 
search after thore which will better satisfy our reason. Lf 
France were disposed to acoept certain facts in her history as 
final, even though she might not approve of those facts os 
matter of choice, she would probably make much more rapid 
advance than she has done in securing for herself the resulta 
of good government, 

Unquestionahly, the Emperor, eren when his acts are 
interpreted by M. Rowher, has given to the French poople 
most of the materials requisite for a free Constitution, 
Whoever will closely and intelligently study the text of the 
Senates Consultem will acknowledge, we think, that it com- 
prises all the conceasions really necessary to Purllamentary 
rule, In effect, it confers upon the mation the elementary 
means of self-government. We are not sare that France has 
been put, by any of the violent revolutions sho has under. 
gone since 1780, so completely within reach of regulated 
Felitica] freedom aa she will be by the Inst more of her 
imperial Sovereign. She bes, it is trac, to work out her own 
hvtiny ; but the means of doing so peaceably and gradually 
have been at length conferred upon her, By wing what abe 
bor, it is in her power to obtain all that she wants. But 
then, in order to this result, she must make wp her mind 
to postpome—may, if need be, to sacrifice—the theoretical 
fo the practical. By renouncing all thought of dynastic 
change, by rigidly keeping all her future efforts for political 
Fregress within the limite of the law, and, above all, by a 
reeolute abstention from party movements, which would put 
a greater atrain upon ber guaranteed Constitutional rights 
thun they are yet able to bear, she may not only retain, bat 
strengthen and expand, thoee appliances which will eventually 
erable her to sntinfy ber loftiest idens of good, sound, fraitfal, 
and progressively improving government. The key ia in her 
ewe hande—it will henceforth be her own fault if she does not 
cbtain access to the treasures she has long coveted.

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Pattinment at thia moment resembles a dockyard from which 
n gignntic vessel, the work of n couple of years, has just been 
Isunched into the waters, leaving a vast vacuity. There was 
nothing else but that one huge thing, upon which all eyes 
and hopes were fixed, ond when the supreme hour arrived and 
there was danger thot she might not «tir, and that the army 
of workmen would cither throw down their hammers in despair 
or turn them upon one another, the interest for a time became 
excitement. But the scientific men came to the rescue, the 
screw was put on, and enddenly the vessel alid with smooth 
rapidity into the deep, whore ale now safely swings at moor- 
ings. She ia gone, and the dockyard fs a blank. 

All rejoice, of course, that the Irish Church Bill has 
peased, There are varions kinds of rejoicing, as will occur to 
those who remember the declaration of the sea-captain that he 
bad left his crew as happy os possible. He had flogged two 
dozen of them—those were happy that the flogging was over, 
and the others that they bad escaped. But we need not 
inquire too curiously into the feelings of those who have made 
majorities aud minorities, and are unanimous in wishing to bring 
the Scasion to a cloee a¢ soon as possible. A great measure has 
been carried, and alrendy fa it bearing its fruits. Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, loees mo time in accepting the fact that the religion 
which that institution was bound to uphold is mo longer a 
State religion in Ireland, and thoeefore no longer does reason 
exist for excluding those who are not of what was the State 
faith from the government of the University. So sudden a 
Gepeslt of the spoils of victory at the foot of the conqueror 
apprars to have given the Government no satis- 
faction, The act may im some wense be beld to have cut at 
the ground of one of the numerous pieces of Ministerial 
legislation which we are promised next year, Government 
futend to introduce a bill to give facilities for the purchase of 
glebes and residences for ministers of all denominations, and 
it ia supposed that « portion of the University property 
will be required to carry ont that object.

But the American Goeben fa oe oo 
Asin ns well as from Exrope. While axe crow 
into the Atlantic States, Chinn is pouring its redundant 

into California, on the Pacific coast. Since 1861 
the tide of coolle labourers has been setting in, and some 60,000 
industrious Chimene are now settled in the “Golden Stato,” 
"The Californians have at length taken alarm at this Asiatic 
invasion of their territory. ‘Though the immigrants are 
allowed to be a peaceful, industrious, fragnl, and law-ubiding 
people, who work the mines of California, require moderate 
wages, and live cheaply, they are obnoxious to the Europeans 
because they “ underdid the white labourer, aud sct up their 
idols in o Christian lnnd." As tho Chimose incremse in 
California they are the objects of increasing popular distike. 
A heavy tax has been levied on their importation, though it 
hans not sufficed to keepthem out; they are beaten and stoned 
in the streets of San Francisco, the authorities being power- 
less to protect them; and a recent Democratic Convention in 
the State has decided to make the exclusion of Chinese 
labourers a “plank” in their party “platform,” Senator 
Casserly tells his fellow-citivens that the importation of 
Chinese into Californian mast be stopped at all hoxards, and 
the resolution ts applauded by the Californian Democracy. 

‘The task of excluding the industrious Celestial, however, 
fs by no menna an easy owe, ‘The capitalists of California 
demand free trade in labour. In that State there are mines 
deserted, machinery stopped, railrouds incomplete, amd fac- 
tories silent becanse the owners cannot afford to run thern at 

present prices, “The question is," says the New Fort Yivaes, 
“whether this state of things will go on, when, despite o fine 
of Sdols.s bead on every Chinaman who crosees the Pacific, 
and another extra fine of Gdols, ow hit if be ventures to work 
in the mines, nevertheless, Chinese labour pours into the 
country, and sometimes does better work, at half the price, 
than the sort of labour it displaces." But o still more serious 
difficulty impends, The Southern planters have cast a long- 
ing eye on the discredited Chinese labourers of California. An 
state Dutchman bss started the scheme of working the cotton, 
sugar, and rice plantations of the Gulf States by means of 
coolie hands, and “Koopmanschaap ia the American bero 
of the hour.” This speculative gentleman proposes to import 
100,000 coolies @ year; a convention of Southern repre. 
sentatives held at Memphis has eagerly indorsed the jen; 
& “Chineee Southern Emigration Company," with o capital 
of a million dollare, to be increased aa necessity requires, has 
been formed to carry it into effect; and, acconling to o 
cable telegram, the great proprictors of Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Louisiana have actaally contracted for 50,000 Celestiabs 
to begin with, ‘The press of the Southern States is 
tnehanted with a device which, it is hoped, will make 
the planters independent of the negro freedmen, restore 
the crn of large and productive crops, umd recover the 
*upremncy of American cotton. We donot want “Concusian 
labour,” wns the remark of the Hon. J. W. Clapp, at 
the Memphis convention. “These European immigrants who 
come bere want to get a little piece of land and cultivate it 
themeelves; they want to go in on thelr own hook. You 
do net want this sort of labour, but you want that which 
Fou can control aml manage to some extent, as of old, The 
men of the South wish to retain their landod powsessions and 
cultivate them thempelves, and to be uble to feel, when they 
look at their fields, that they are monarchs of all they survey.” 

Tt is evident from the drift of this extract that the 
energetic Dutchman who started the Chinese emigration 
scheme bas raised a question of gigantic importance as nffect- 
ing the social and political relations of the American Union, 
In that Light the Northern press regard it.

At lenst balf a million out of the three millions population of 
this great metropolis are, it is believed, housed in a way unfit 
for cattle, What this means thoae who are brought much 
into contact with our industrial classes in their so-called 
“homes can alone slequately comprehend. A visit to many 
of the courts and alleys of London may well inspire the social 
reformer with horror and the Christian with something ukin 
to despair. These dens, swarming with human life—over- 
crowded, unhappily, in proportion aa the march of improve- 
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ment levela to the ground the wretched tenements which, 
such as they are, will mot bouse the population— 
are the hotbeda of vice, disease, and not seldom of crime. 
Their influence may be traced in the wan features and 
stunted forms of the men, women, ond children who 
inhabit these back slums; in the coarse and brutal scenes 
ever and anon enacted in them; in the splendour of 
the neighbouring gin-palace contrasted with the air of squalor 
and misery that pervades tho district, Fever and contagious 
discases of every kind find here a congenial home, and the 
bills of mortality register their hecatomb of victims. Periodi- 
cally we complain of the insecurity of London streets, and 


clamour for a stronger police force, while we take but littl 
heed of these

There 
haa been no mystery in realising this satisfactory resalt—no 
“cooking of accounts,” The dividend has been fairly earmed 
and pancteally paid, leaving from one half year to another 
tulances, always in excess of the suspense aocount, to be 
carried forward to the profit and lees account. ‘This success haa, 
tioreorer, been achieved under serious arising 
out of the exceptional depression of the industry of the metro- 
polls, the disturbance caused by the compound howsecholder 
scheme of the late Government, and the inequality of aascas- 
ment for rating Not the least of the legislative 
benefits of the late Session has been the relief afforded to this 
find kindred societies by the Aawased Rates Act, which 
“restores all the advantages of the system of compounding,” 
and the Valuation of Property Act, which will lighten for all 
such property the burden of local taxation.

In this year's annals of scientific research, the astronomical 
discoveries carry off the palm, ami were the chief topic of the 
President's inangural address, Professor Stokes Incidly de- 
scribed the mufus speraudi by means of which the starry firma- 
nent is made to give up its secrets. The spectrum analysis 
had previously, by the application of optics to chemistry, re- 
Se eee eee other 
systems, are compoted of an intensely-heated nucleus eur- 
rounded by a cooler but stil] prodigiously-heated atmosphere, 
and contain various metallic and other vapours, many of 
which are identical with the elements to be found in our 
earth. The solar eclipses of last year, and the eabeequent in- 
quiries of Mesers, Huggins and Lockyer, have resolved the 
bright phenomena of “ Buily's Leads," which are observable 
at the moon's edges when its disk covers the body of the sun, 
intonnatmosphereof glowing hydrogen ges. Theee prominences, 
which are myriads of milesin beight, indicate the stupendous 
changes going on in the central bedy af our system, and are 
no donbt connected with the familiar so‘ur spots. A similar 
luminows atmosphere has been found to enwrap other stars of 
the fit magnitude. In fact, these vast globes can no longer 
be strictly called “ fixed” stars, Atleast, it has boon ascertained 
that Sirius, thenearcst to ue—nlthongh light, which travele ata 
velocity of 185,000 miles a second, requires fourteen years to 
accoraplish the distance—is receding from our system at the 
rite of twenty-nine miles per second, These and some of the 
other revelations of the spectrum were explained by Professor 
Miller in a apecinl lecture to the wondering artisans of Exeter, 
Well might the learned Professor exclaim, “ How amazing the 
thought that throughout the whole of this unbounded Tange 
of space matter is to be found of the same kind! Aggregated 
into masses which, though differing from one another in cam- 
Position, like the varfons veins of ore which occur in mines 
upon the surface of our globe, yet all are evidently of common 
origin, all obey the rame laws, and all poeseas a chemical 


mature similar in kind.” 


Tn other fielda of inquiry the Exoter mecting of the 
Association has not materially augmented our stock of 
knowledge, although the mutual belp which the sciences now 


afford to each other promise the grandest resulta, Gealo- 
gists are Just now more busy in Patient investigation than 
in constructing mew theories relutive to the changea which 
have taken place fn the earth's crust, But the deposits in the 
Brixham caves are thought to paint to the conclusion that man 
waa contemporary with the mammoth. The Biological 
section waa the scene of the greatest exeitement. Here Pro- 
fessor Huxley, the President-elect for next year, broke a 
Junce with Archdeacon Freeman and Dr.M*Cann on the BOUTOe 
of animal life and the Hebrew cosmogony, and disclaimed the 
Statement that he wns a materinlist.

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About a ago Europe was interested, if not much excited,

detested. The change was effected in so easy and quict o 
manner that it seemed to falsify the saying that revolutions 
cannot be male with roee-water, No blood was ehed, 
and the Royal family quietly retreated into France, 
leaving o clenr stage for the operations of patriotism. 
The few efforts which were made by fanatics to carry 
the business further than reason dictated were sternly 
put down by the temporury Government, amid the 
applause of rational Spaniards, and it appeared that thoes 
who were charged with the duty of rearranging the institu. 
tions of the country would have « task demanding little more 
than the ordinary forethought and eteadiness of men of basi- 
ness, The situation was cut owt for them, and they had not 
the usual difficulty which impedes those who have to create o 
Constitution—there were no angry and powerful factions to 
couctiiiate. Spain hervelf was calling om her leaders to con- 
sider and carry out thelr plane, and was prepared to Jook with 
favour om any mystem that should ensare her liberties. Yet a 
year hos paswed and Spain ia «till in « transition state, and 
owe which cannot be regarded as wholesome, It is not that 
growth is gradual, aud therefore incomplete, but that it is, 
apparently, incomplete because arrested. 

Certainly it is not upon the Spaniards themaclyes that any 
blame for the present state of things should fall. ‘The nation 
behaved with temperance and dignity. A few over-en- 
thusiastio demonstrations at atarting had not to be forgiven, 
for they were but the natural ¢bullition of spirits that bad 
been #0 long unnaturally repressed. Scarcely an tsolnted act 
of revenge waa perpetrated by thoes who suddenly found 
themselves mastera, and the very worst deed of the period was 
done, not by the freed people, but by aavage monks, on con- 
secrated ground.

which can be effected by energy and enterprise, A few years 
rince the manufacture of implements was practically unknown 
in Ireland, Now the Irish maker competes with his English 
rival, and bas, in some instances, carried off the prixes. It is 
pleasant to read of the exhibition of gore-truiters, thistle- 
eutters, fiax-breakers, and thatehing-machines—implements 
which tell of man’s ingenuity in enbduing the wilderness and 
in angmenting social comfort. 

Farl Spencer, the present popular Lon Lieutenant, was 
resent at the Tralee moeting, to aid by speech and example 
the cause of agricultural improvement. His Excellency, him- 
self a practical farmer, amd an exhibitor on this occasion, 
mingkd a good deal of sound advice with plentifal statistics 
of . His wat, perhaps, o little too sanguine 
he rayne relay der the increased use of machinery 
between Killarney and Trnlec ; the substitution of neat cottages 
for mud cabins, a change facilitated by public loans; and the 
large eume—in the aggregate more than two millions sting — 
which have been lent by the Government for the improvement 
ef the land. The stock of sheep fn Ireland, notwithstanding 
a free exportation, haa doubled since 1841 ; the heads of exttle, 
great numbers hating been sent to England to replace losses 
eottained by the rinderpest, remain stationary; aud the 
great increase of pigs is viewed asa sign of “ the growing 
protperity of the labouring classes." Earl Spencer docs not, 
Tike rome other agriculturists, thiak that Ireland should be 
exclusively a grating country, or that shoep-walks and cattlo- 
farme ought to supersede arobleland. The proportion of pasture 
to tillage soi] is already as two to owe, anil his Lordship would 
keep up the latter “to the highest point essential to agri- 
cultural progress," applying more capital to the land, and 
removing the gigantic and wasteful fences,

which the Oxonian champ'on, Mr. Willan, described the great 
straggle between the men of Harvard and the men of Oxford, 
Coming from that distinguished athlete, the language ts more 
valuable than any of the floral compliments which hare been 
profusely scattered over the American boat by scores of esti- 
mable writers who have never hardened their cuticle with the 
touch of an oar, Mr. Willan's acknowledgment will become, 
we imngine, a houselvold word across the water, Next to the 
prize, euch “howourable mention” is all that competitors 
could desire ; and the prize we really could not afford to part 
with if muscle and purpose could save it. They did save it, 
opi thot is all; for, though reporters gave the Oxford boat a 
long lead, Sir Aubrey Paul, the judge, placea om recont the 
fact that the race wes won by only half to three quarters of a 
length clear. Harvard 

Close on oar Mying traces came 
And all but won that desperate game. 

The race was not only one of the most tnteresting ever 
rowed, bat one of the most splendid. We have no doubé that 
in America the anxiety to know the reeult—and it was known 
thore in two minutes from the beginning of the message—was 
enormous ; but it is well that our cousins should comprehend 
that allover the island the excitement was as great os their 
own. This ia the wandering season, when everyone who can 
get away from London rushes into the obseurest place he can 
find, rambles beyond rmilways, beyond coaches—does, in fact, 
all be can to escape London faces and London associations, 
But in remote districts of Yorkshire, in savage valleys in the 
north, in ont-of-the-way nooks in Wales, when tourixts came 
acroas one another on Saturday last the first eager question 
was about the race.

He hos no objection thet the 
folk who think that they have gained « triumph should 
rejoice in any reasonable way, If they believe that what hes 
lntely been done in Ireland betokens good for the Romish 
Church they are very welcome to that belief, It is to abeurd 
that nothing but ecclesinstical abortalghtedmcas ca bold it, or 
wo had better say nothing but ecclesiastical cunning cm 
profess to hold it. ‘The Catholic laity know better; the 
Engiish Dissenters know better; and it is quite certain 
that the Protestant statesmen who carried the dis 
establishment know better. The sbolition of an 
old and real grievance, which separated fellow-subjects, 
embittered their intercourse, and gave theologians on both 
sides vantage-grounds whence to preach discord, is mddenly 
done away. Fellow-subjecta have nothing to quarrel about, 
and begin to discuss harmicss topics and to exchange ideas. 
Unless Cardinal Cullen and his friends think that Papist 
lnymen are likely to convert Protestant laymen, we are unable 
to comprehend how improved friendliness cfm conduce to the 
interests of the less enlightened body, ‘That they do sot 
think so is clear from the pains which they take to prevent 
intercourse between the young and the adult of the two 
faiths, The measure was avowedly pasted to promote 
harmony and good feeling in Ireland ; and the more these are 

at ia to say, the more free apoech passes between 
the members af the two religions, the worse are the chances 
of the creed that most nearly approaches superstition. It is 
wise, in a carnal way, to declare that a Catholic victory has 
been gnined; it is equally wise, in o carnal way, to take the 
utmost pains to counteract the tendency of the discstablish- 
ment, Cardinal Cullen, like the Janus of days when Reme 
was called Pagan, bas a face for war and for peaos. But the 
doors of the temple of Janus are gradually closing, and 
Janus—we must, like the Cardinal, use burlesque lasguage— 
may be “shot up” sooner than be anticipstes, In the mean 
time we shall put up indalgently with his songs of triumph, 
and even with the uncouth shouts with which he is trying to 
scare away the little children. Only, if we find that they are 
really scared away we must call in the police. 

National education is too solemm a question to be played 
with by Ultramontane priests. It is one of the grand pivess 
of machinery which true Liberaliam seeks to bring into week 
for the improvement of our nation, and it is tho mostimportant 
of all, Destruction is usually a necessary prelude to cote 
struction; but the mere clearing the ground is not an arch 
tectural fent, What abases we have to sweep away let 
sweep away os rapidly a¢ prudence allows, But to build =p, 
to oducate—this ia our nobler duty, Education is largely, # 
lamentably, needed in England ; bat it is needed tem times 
much in Ireland, where the humbler order have not learned 
ven the first principles of social order, and where obedience 
ton half-taught priest is held as compensation far neglectat all 
other obligations. Before the peasantry and the rest of the 
lower class of Ireland the Imperial Parliament is bound to 
set the means of education, and has to a great extent done 
so.

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SPAIN AND CUBA. 


Spain, we regret to observe, has not yet settled down ns 
« Constitutional State eo eatisfuctorily os her well-wishers 
confidently expected. She ts somewhat disquieted in her 
domestic affairs, and very considerubly so in her relations to 
Cuba, the richest of her colonial possessions, At home, the 
Government of Spain hes assumed the form, or perhaps we 
might more correctly say the semblance, of # monarchy based 
opor popular institutions. But, although there is an ancient 
throne, there is no ruling dynasty; and the Regent Serrano 
only occapies the supreme dignity of the State as a foewm femens 
until some suitable scion of royalty can be found to accept 
the honours and responsibilities of the position. Meanwhile, 
embarruseed finances, Carlist risings, and armed volunteers 
give the Government abundant materials for thought and 
anxiety, and, unfortunately, present strong tecoptations and 
frequent opportunities for violating, in the name of Liberty 
and political progress, some of the most important formal 
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gunrantees of the new Constitution, It is easier to blame the | 
policy of the men which has permitted the growth and coe. 
tinuwance of these evils than to say what precise course could 
have been pursued by which they might have been avoided, 
A revolutionary era applies a crucin! test to statesmanship, 
under the searching power of which men who cannot boast 
of extraordinary ability are very apt to discorer lamentable 
deficiencies, 

But just now Spain seems in imminent danger of being 
talaled by mational pride into a profoundly mistaken policy. 
We are not altogether surprised at it, although it i compara- 
tively casy to foresce what il) consequences will reealt if such 
policy be obstinately persisted in. A man of rvpated wealth 
whose affairs are insolvent is often unwilling to sacrifice 
any part of his overgrown eetate, oven while by doing so he 
might bring it Into a more compact and manayeable form, and 
thereby save the balk of it from ruin, Nations in difficulties fre- 
quently indulgo in the same folly. We are not oware that the 
island of Cuba has added anything to the dignity or to the 





strength of the kingdom of Spain. It has constituted a kind 


of outlying pasture fn which grendces might successively 
take their turn to Scece the inhabitants and to grow fat upon 
the spell; but the nation, as such, has probably kust more 
than it has gained by its distant dependency—assuredly has 
lost more of morn tome and political virtue. Whether there 
be any troth in the rameonur that Cuba furnished o handsome 
contribution to the expenditure, requisite for the successful 
initiation of the revolution, on condition of receiving in return 
ita own independenos, is » question for the decision of which 
there is no sufficient evidence before the ymblic, But it is 
certain that the movement for detaching Cuba from the 
mother country began almost simultaneously with that 
of Generals Serrano and Prim and of Admiral Topcte 
aginst the crown of Isabella and the dynasty of the 
Boarbons. Be this a3 ft may, however, there is no 
hope for Spain that she can long bold ot her 
rebellious colony, ‘To have parted with it om fair terme, 
os it wos—and even yet, perhaps, is — posible, would 
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displayed the highest political wisdom, Spain stands 

nate eT eis momen oF all the smeniens the Mat OF 
can derelop to master the doescstic difficulties which long 
years af misrule have left her to settle. Instend, however, of 
keeping well in band for home purposes what she has got, or 
what by her credit she cun obtain, ber Government seem bent 
upon wasting them in a vain straggle with the Coban inrur- 
gents ond upon endangering the substance of national power 
while snatching at the ehadow. There must, of couree, be a 
reason for this not apparent to these who look upon the affaire 
of that country as they are exhibited om the surface only. 
Probably, the popular sentiment is too strong in favour of 
retaining Cuba to admit of any carly practical arrangement 
for ita permanent from the parent State. At any 
rate Cubsais the present “difficulty " of Spain, as Ireland ance 
wae our own; and until it has been removed out af the way 
by an adjustment satisfactory to both parties, we are afraid 
we must be prepared to look for comstant and increasing dis- 
quietude in the Peninsula. 

‘The position of affairs in Cubs was not, if the latest infor- 
mation reeelved through the United States may be trusted, 
very promising in regard to the re-estubliehment of Spanish 
supremacy. No doubt, the Government at Mndrid can boast 
of military successes in the falawd—but the question ts, not 
whether there have been such successes, but what they 
amount to. If it be trae that the soldiers of the mother 
country are masters only of the spots they occupy—if the 
interior of the &land is wholly in the bends of the imsur- 
gents—if planters and negroes, the proprietors af the toil, 
and the labourers om ft, united by the abolition of slavery 
into ope compact bedy, are equally intent upon achier- 
ing the independence of thelr country—if the inhabit- 
ants of the towns heartily sympathise with them in 
thelr alm and ecfforte—if, at length, arma and manithons 
of wur are finding their way in large and increasing quantities 
into the hands of the rebellions colonists—and, finally, if the 
moral countenance of the American people is given to them, 
Spain will have before her a serious—we may almost tay a 
ruinous—undertaking, in case she persists In her intention of 
re-comqeering the laland. We all know how grent the dis- 
advantage is of having to wage active warfare with an enemy 
four or five thousend miles off—the frightful expenditure it 
entails—the dissipation af strength it imevitably 
causte—the straits, the hardships, the sickness, and eventu- 
ally the demoralisation, Usat attend it. Spain haa never sac. 
coeded in re-establishing her authority over any of hereolonics 
in the western hemisphere where it hes been obstinately 
resisted by the coloniste; por, in this respect, can she be esid 
to stand alone, 

But, on the supposition that her might should prove 
equal to the emergency, and that, contrary to all former 
experience, she should crash the present insurrection, what 
will her triumph avail herf Of what use is a colony which 
zoust be held by main force What material or moral advan. 
tage could Cubs, alwnys on the watch to assert her freedom, 
bring to Spain? Was Venetia any addition to the Kaleer's 
strength? and yet Venctia is within eary reach of Vienna, 
The Fact i, it is too late in the day to govern a recalcitrant 
people ow the other side of the globe exclusively by bayonets. 
And, bappily, as we think, the attempt involves sech an in- 
cessant drain upon the resources of the State that persists in 
it aa to render the experiment a more and more improbable 
one every year, 

Tt is said that the Government af Madrid is fally alive to 
these comiderutions, and would fain act upon them if public 
opinion in Spain woukl admit of it. General Sickles, the 
American Minister, is protably plying Serrano and his col- 
leagues with weighty arguments to withdraw from the bootlesa 

contest, Just lately, especially, he seems to have scared them 
into desperntion by warning them that the United States 
Government will find it taconvenient, if not impracticable, to

The furious and destructive gales of the Inst fortnight have, 
naturally enough, forced most of ws to think of the dangers 
which they are doomed to encounter whose occupation is on 
the mighty deep.

made by the tremendous gales. It isa record which under 
no conceivable circumstances can be expected to give pleasure 
to the reader, yet it is one which it behoves us to study with 


painstaking attention. It shows us losses of life and property 
thet oan never be recovered, smd for which there is mo com- 
pensation; bat it also shows us in how large a proportion 
wach Josees may in future be averted. It constrains us to bow 
fm sabeniesion to the Omalpotent, upon whose will all haman 
interests depend; but at the anme time it points out to us 
duties, by the consclentions discharge of which the hardahips 
and perils of s rengoing occupation may be very largely 
averted. It proves that in this, as in other hazardous employ- 
ments, there is less reason to stand in fear of the forces of 
nature than of the cruel carelesencss of man, We cannot, it 
is true, lord it as we list over the ocean; but we can, if we 
will, obviate ite destructive energy or take refuge from tte 


power.

THE SOCIAL SCIENCE CONGRESS. 


It was a happy thought, whoever may have been the father 
of it, which revulted in the annual gathering together, for 
mutual instruction and discussion, of persons whose dis- 
positions or testes incline them to observe the phenomena and 
study the problems of social life, The facts relating to the 
subject are so various nnd often so contlicting; the inferences 
supposed to be dodacible from them are ro wide and ocea- 
sionally so unsupported ; and the practical lessous they suggest 
touch so closely the interests of individual life that ft cannot 
but be well to have a periodical comparison of notes by those 
best qualified to judge in such matters, in order that what 
may be really knows about them may be sifted from 
what is too hastily and confidently affirmed. A finer 
sphere for philosophic investigation than that which is

No doubt, a bold and 
dashing inangural address, bristling with points, and 
breathing poetical feeling through every sentence, is gratify. 
ing to the most disciplined andlence; but we are not sure 
that it induces the atate of mind most conducive to « profit. 
able pursuit of truth in this department of stedy, ‘ Beware 
of brillisncy" seems to us om spothegm which members of 
a Social Science Congress do wisely to bear in mind, Sir

It would not be fnir to pronounce an unqualified opinion 
ef the addition made to the knowledge of the public by the 
eevera] eections into which the Congress 4 tivided.

Still, even in such reports 
as we have, the beet and most noteworthy contributions to the 
“Transactions” of Congress bave, donbtless, food dur pro- 
minence, Lut, ifeo, we cannot congratulate the public on the 
rapid progress made In social science last year, Assuredly, 
the sections paid very little heed to the advice of their pre- 
ident. The paseion for legislation seemed to have cast off 
weltnigh al) the restraints of atatcaman-like prudence. In 
some respects, no deubt, social interests in the United King- 
dom have been suffered by the Legislature to drift into broken 
waters, ob chance might direct. But even the present system, 
or abeence of system, is preferable to the interposition of law 
ond police ot every turn of life. A population socially shaped 
by State machinery resembles a bonquet of artificial Aowers— 
pretty to look at, but lacking the vitality which should impart 
to it freehness and bloom. What i looked for in a social 
science congress is, not so mach the manufactare of the objects 
it desires by extraneous agency and force, as the administration 
of a sufficient stimulus to the promotion of their natural 
growth.

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THE ELECTORAL COMMISSIONS. 


Thore && hardly a eabject within the wholo mage of news. 
psper literature more sickening to s bealthy mind than that 
of electoral corruption, To what extent the evidence taken 
before tho Parliamentary Commission now their 
inquiries at Beverley, Bridgewater, and Norwich is read by the 
public it & impoesible to determine ; but even im its most con- 
demsed form, aa given in the daily papers, it is loathsome to 
the lest degree. We hope foreigners will not regard the 
scenes laid bare to the aight of all the world by these imvesti- 
gutions aa fairly typical of our national charncter, It 
might be dificult, indoed, to convince them that they 
are not; but intimate acqusintamce with the customary 
habits of the English people would suffice, we think, to 
establish the conclusion that electornl immorality & a 
kind of cpidemic the ravages of which, whenever and 
wherever it prevuils, do not warrant sweeping inferences as to 
the normal condition of the populations visited (hereby. The 
fact is that the spirit which guts posscasion of men at the time 
of an vloction is analagous in all reepects ton manio. It is

evi generis—thore ie nothing exactly like it that we know of. 
Tt relaxes all the bands which hold society together—\t bowers 
the standard of social obligntion—it comfures the sense of 
right and wrong—it colours the most impartial judgments, 
and, for the time being, affecta by a glamour the thoughts 
sod eympathies of even upright men. Why it should do so ia 
& paychological purzlo which we have never ceen satisfactorily 
solved. Thut it does so, more or bess, is a fact established by 
ample experience. A constituency during the excitement of 
an election contest is as unlike the same body at ordinary 
times as an intoxicated man Is alike bis sober self, 

The disease, however, like drunkenness, caves baneful 
effects behind it. Ita immodiate manifestations are frightfhally 
revolting—ite after infleences are sensibly deteriorating. And 
ite tendency is to become worse at wore, and to epread over 
wider wurfnces of society, in proportion ns it is yielded to, 
Elcetoral corruption seldom of werer guta exorcised from a 
community into which it has fairly entered. It would seem 
na if it wero impossible to deal with it effectually. No legal 
provisions, no precautions, no penalties, no modes of trial, 
have hitherto availed to stump it out, or even sunsibly to abute 
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ite power. The Inst general election, in spite of tho recently 
adopted Corrupt Practices at Eloetions Act, was probably 
whelmed by as high n tide of electorml immorality a any of 
ite predecessors, If the boroughs now subject to inquixition 
may be taken as a fair eample of many thathave escaped it— 
which we deem highly probable—the taint has got deeper 
into our representative system than the majority of us 
had suspected. It is not the poor only, but the well- 
to-la, the educated, the otherwiee moral members of 
society, that either have no conscience, or, what is worse, 
tamper with their conscience, is infttvencing their neigh- 
bours, ond in disposing of their own votes, Men and 
women, gentlemen and Indies, bankers ond members of 
the professions, religious s+ well 4 irreligionr, seeachow or 
other, all get involved in the mackstrim; and, if they do not 
make shipwreck of their reputation, suffer # joss which cam 
hardly be pleasing to them in the retrospect. 

For it is not merely the taking of moeuy as a Uribe, or tho 
offering it to others—mach to be deprecated as either is— 
which constitutes the most deplorable element of electornl 
corruption, Whoever has so far overcome his repagmance as 
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read through the evidence wrung from unwilling 
phyocliew’ witnesses by the Commissioners, will be most 
forcibly strack with the tricks of self-deceit, of attempted com- 
coalment, of torteous sophistry, of ingenious prevarication, of 
harefnced falschood, and even of perjury, which are resorted to 
by people whohave suffered themselvesto be defiled. Inapy other 
walk of life, in the discharge of any other obligntion, men would 
despire themselves, and be utterly despised by their fellows, 
conld they be capable of a tithe of the meanness, the moral 
cowardice, or the hypocrisy which they think little of in con- 
nection with electioncering practices. And yet, when every- 
thing bas been dmgged into the light, and all the under- 
ground mochinery by which an election has been managed is 
exposed, wo question whether one man in &fty who bas 
worked that machinery or has knowingly belped to keep it 
in motion will be relegnted ton lower social position as a con- 
The whole utenosphere is polluted in regard to 
this matter. Things immersed in it cense to appear according 
to their real nature and their wont, ‘There is o distarbing 
influence somewhere, which deflects and distorts the objects 
seen throwgh it, in like manneras # fever preventa the healthy 
ection of the brain. 

Might pot some good be dene by treating electoral cor- 
ruption in some way analogous to thet in which we treat 
epidemice—nemely, by counteracting where we can, and by 
removing, wherever it is possible, the exciting castes? Regard 
it as, to a considerable extent, the rewult of « temporary mania 
which more or less modifies the mor sentiments and 
judgment of all thoee whom it affects, and atteck it in its 
predisposing accesories, Let the Iegally- manner 
ef conducting elections be as sober, as officially mechanical, 
as business-like «1 it can possibly be made, Do away with 
nomination days, with their attendant and mischievous parade, 
excitement, tumult, and dissipation. Substitute a written for

appear. It is a great point to keep down the electoral fever 
to the lowest poesible point. It will not, of course, entirely 
drive out the demon of corruption froen # cometituency, but it 
will greatly diminish its blinding influence by depriving |t of 
ite main powers and opportunities of raising factitious 
excitement, 

There will still remain, however, the powerful incentive 
to corrupt practices supplied by the passion of candidates for 
the social distinction conferred by the position of n member 
of Parliament. Lf bribery from above could be made dis- 
graceful, bribery below would die of inanition. How to 
effect this, snve by a change of public opinion, is a wellnigh 
inaolable problem. But it is clear that legislation should be 
directed rather against bribers than against bribees; and 
electiona won by money, by whomsoever furnished, shoald 
entall upon those who profit by them serious penalties, 
There is generally some, perhaps indefinable, complicity 
between « principal and his agents in euch matter—a 
complicity which, on the part of the former, results from 
® resolute shutting of his eyes to what the latter 
are about. In business transactions no man would be allowed 
to take odvantage of this without losing bia credit for 
honesty, Why should he in # Parliamentary election ? 
When the law i& lees squenmish, candidates who have any 
reputation to lose will find it necessary to keep their eyes open 
and be sore particular,

last blished despatch of Governor Bowen and Earl 
quditconty bring out into the strongest relief the 
troubled relations betwoen the United Kingdom amd ber colo- 
nies which have reeulted from a new, and we may add a just, 
colowlal policy carried into effect with too little regard to an- 
tecedent cfreamstances. No one, woe presume, will seriously 
dispute the position that when a colony hus soquired the pri- 
vilege of self-government, it has also assumed the correlative 
responsibility of providing for the maintenance of its internal 
security and order, To grant to colonists perfect froedam to 
adopt the policy which best pleases them, and, at the same 
time, to allow them to hold the mother country bound to re- 
lieve them of the M1 consequences of their mistakes or thelr 
follies, would unquestionably, in the long ran, be equally 
prejudicinl to the interests of both, Asa rule, it is both just 
antl wise to hold colonies which have passed out of a previous 
condition of tutelage answerable for the effects of the use 
they see fit to make of their own liberty of action. The 
extent, however, to which the rule should be pressed ought 
to be determined by a reasonable regard to the influences 
whieh moulded the public opinion of the colony before it 
became master of ita own affairs; and if thoee infleences 
emanated from heane authorities, so much the more reason is 
there that the fact should be fairly taken into account 
in the methods resorted to for substitatng the new 
for the ol system, A parent cannot always keep his 
son in leading-strings. A time must come when it is better 
for both that authority ahould cease on the one hand and 
self-help should become a well-understood law on the other. 
But no father to whose mode of rearing his child the bent of 
his mind, and even the epecialty of his position, can be 
undeniably traced, can fairly refuse to make some allowance 
for defects and failures arising out of his own bygone ndmi- 
nistration of affairs; and, although it may be his duty to 
insist steadily upon the establishment of mew relations, he 
cannot release himself from the obligation of gaining his 
end by considerate, gentle, and occasionally indulgent means. 
The history of the relations between England and the 
colony of New Zealand dora not reflect much credit upon 
either, There & little room to doubt, we are afraid, that the 
New Zeuland rettlers are what they are, and cccupy the posi- 
tion which, wnfortunstely for themaclvea, they do occupy, 
chiefly as the natural reeult of the fussy, meddlesome, and 
uncertain policy formerly imposed upon them by the Colonial 
Office at home, We fully betieve, indeed, that the crrora of 
successive colonial Ministers were errors of judgment, and not 
fanlts of motive—that they generally meant well both to the 
settlers, the natives, and the mother county. The practical 
Problem given them to tolve—how to reconcile the 
growth of what Europeans mean by “civilisation'’ with 
the interests of 4 bartarous race into the very midst 
of which ft had been trausplanted—wns admittedly o very 
difficult one; nor can it be doubted that settlers who 
witnessed, who sometimes counselled, and who were often 
employed in abortive attempts to find a solution for this 
problem, absorbed, we may say, into their character not # 


them in their present straits, if we resolutely efface from our 
recollection that we have contribated something towards

The 
colony has entailed, from first to last, hoavy expenditure upon 
this country—that & to say, the labour of the Queen's subjects 
at home, less remunerative to individuals and more burdened 
with taxation, notional and Jocal, than in the colony, bas 
already contributed largely towards the protection and 
fiscal relief of the Inbour of New Zealand. Whatever 
may have been the case in days gone by, it is 
certain that the immediate distress of the colony has 
mainly reealted from the causes to which Lord Granville traces 
it. Ite Government and Legislature, when called upon to 
pay a fair proportion of the expense inourred by quartering 
English troops in the islands, what was called “a 
telf-reliant policy,” and undertook thenceforth to defend 
themselves, But, instead of pursuing a policy of caution and 
moderation towards the natives—who, after all, ore a smal!) 
minority as compared with the settlers—and of establishing 
and maintaining on cflicient militia for their own protection 
from unfriendly tribes, they adopted measures sure to epread 
dissatisfaction, because inherently unjust, and they neglected 
to provide more than a scanty, ill-equipped, and badly-dis- 
ciplined force to meet the exigency they should have unticl- 


It may be said—and, we fear, with trath—that the 
colonists are now reaping the harvest of which they wilfully 
towed the seeds. Well, so far aa our information reaches, we 
cannot gainsny it. But are we really obliged to leave them in 
the midst of their strait? Blood ia thicker than water.” 
These scttlers are owr kinsfolk. They have been very indis- 
creet, it is tru; and perhaps they deserve what bas come 
upon them. But is it not just possible that we also may 
be a little incomsidernte? Much, of course, depends upon 
their present state of temper, of which Lord Granville 
possibly knows moro than is known to the public, If the 
colonial wutborities are still indispowed to subject the 
scttlera to inconvenience, privation, and  self-tacrifice 
in defence of their property and their lives, while they 
clamour for assistance from home, the Colonial Secretary's 
decision is really a wise one. But if it be true—and the 
allegation has been publicly made—that they are doing their 
utmost and are yet in no small danger, a generous commisera- 
tion finding expression in immediate countenance nod help 
would not, we think, be resented by the British people. In 
such case, however, it would be necestary to take effectual 
ateps to guard aguinst the concession being drawn into an 
additional precedent, England has heard rather too much 
from New Zeuland, as she used formerly to do from South 
Africa, ‘Ihe present trouble over, it will be time that the 
account should be finally closed.

it would net be hard to imagine Lord Derby “as he lived." 
We should portray « high-spirited man, with a patrician 
manner somewhat marked, and with o high breeding always 
in evidence. We could suppose that his circle of very inti- 
mate friends was pot large, but that with them bo was the 
most unrestrained and delightful of companions, That he had 
both wit and humonr we should not noed to be told, and 
that in private they flowed freely when he was with privileged 
friends we shoald notdoubt That he was admirable in all 
domestic relations we should be equally sure—that he hed a 
great delight in children and n delighting them is perhaps 
the only fact that we bare heard from private sources, Uf 
his English love of eports and of hospitality the worid is aware ; 
it is also known that be was an excellent and kindly landlord, 
and Laocashire will never forget his splendid charity in the 
dark days of the cotton famine. Some affectionste hand may 
berenfter ll up this outline with more delicate tinting ; bat we 
hare reason to believe that Lord Derby is aaclearly before his 
countrymen as it ia possible for man to be.

It is natural, 
however, that there should be this feeling, England never 
mistakes an homest man, The manifestation of his honesty 
may take a form which irritates, but the man is safe who acta 
up to his best lights before his countrymen. Among the masses 
the aristocrnt was personally unknown, bat they have managed to 
judge bim fairly; and, though they utterly hated his political 
creed, thetrhearta warmed tohis English courage and his English 
charity. Had « public funeral been given to him, thousands 
of beads would have been bared by men who bave recorded votes 
in the stoutest opposition to his politics. He is a good, true 
man who gains the hearts of Englishmen. 

We have said that it ia not in this place that we discuss the 
work of bis life.

‘The memoirs of the late Mr. George Peabody which have bewn 
corspiled for the daily journals, while they sketch correctly 
enough the main incidents of his career, do little or nothing 
towurds satisfying that satura and laedable curiosity of the 
human mind which peeks to trace back great results to their 

The wealthy American broker was, in & wider sense 
than is often applicable, a new type of manhood. Ta him 
wore combined in fincly, almost perfectly, balanced pro- 
portiona, three qualities seldom found in close associntion— 
the shrewd intuitive perception necessary to the acquisition 
ef great riches, the moral impulses which prompt to a bene- 
ficent distethution of them, amd the masculine judgment 
which exercises rach a mastery over both as to prevent their 
running tate mischievous excess A life which exhibits to ua 
these charecterstica on # coloseal scale furnishes scope for 
highly profitable study; bat, in order to this, we need 
to seo it in its internal development rather (han in ita 
external incidents, or rather we should be more correct 
in saying that any knowledge we may obtain of the 
latter will be valuable only ns it may help to dirclowe the 
former. Whence originated this felicitous apposition of 
qualitieeso rarely to be seen in conjunction ? To what extent 
were they due to natural coustitation or to ancestral history F 
How much of their strength did they derive from enrly train- 
ing, ‘nnd of what tort waa that troining? In what respects 
were they owing to circumstances? and what were the elr- 
camstances, if any, which account for the extraordinary bisa 
of this man’s willf We wastto observe hie character in {ta 
first manifestations, im its growth, and in the influences which 
fused into unity tendencies 80 commonly antagonistic to cach 
other. Of course we cannot expect to find what we want in 
the bore compilations which appear in the columns of @ news- 
poper, The biography of the Inte George Penbody, to be 
written as it well deserves to be, would demand a high order 
of intellectual and sympathetic skill and an indefatigable 
spirit of research, and would undoubtedly prosent to the 
world one of thoee contributions to paychological stady which 
give a new direction and a powerful stimulus to human 
motive and effort. 

Of Mr. Peabody's business aptitudes his commercial euc- 
cots is the best proof. It is not by any means impossible to 
find his parallels aa to this feature of his character. Modern 
times hare been peculiarly favournble to the production of 
millionaires. The mndden expansion of the means of loco- 
motion, the marvellous facilities provided for quick and 
frequent intercourse, and the stupendous works which the 
application of ecienoe to industrial parsuits had monde not 
merely feasible but almost indispensable, hare oprmed the 
way to many men endowed with competent abilities to 
eoquire for themeelves fortunes which im any previous age 
would have been deemed fabulous. In regard to this matter 
Mr, Peabody had « considernble number of compecrs. But 
it is worthy of note that the grand moral traits of his cha- 
racter stood out im bigh relief before the world in connection 
with his pursuit of wealth, long before they were 
publicly displayed in the distribution of ft, That he was 
rapidly amnseing riches in the country of his adoption was 
not more widely surmised, perhaps, then it was keown that in 
all the methods of acquisition employed by his house the soul 
of mercantile integrity and hopour was eminently comepicu- 
ons, His rectitode, like the granite of his native State, was 
immovable. It invited trust, and ever gave way under any 
weight of responsibility resting'upon it. It armed him with a 
twputetion which enabled him to negotiate loans for public 
bodies, even when their credit hod been tainted. His own 
mame amply sufficed as o guarantee for tho fulfilment of 
engagements entered into, mot merely on his own behalf, but 
om behalf of defaulting Legislatures. Wherever he saw Gt to 
pledge it, men bullt their speculations upon it with a sense of 
security, To be trac wasone of the necesalties of his being. 

_To his remarkable talent for acquiring wealth was con- 
joined a nobjo purpose in the daily pursuit of it. He cared 
Netle for the selfish and gurish plessures for which afllaent 
meina are commanly desired. Tis tastes were simple. They 
hod been formed, probably, upon tho traditions of his 
Puritenio forefathers, and by that atmosphere of opinion 
which surrounded him in his younger days, His personal 
wants were few and inexpensive. He bated the very em- 
blance of ostentation. As he had not been born into a syatem 
which mado extrovngant expenditure a duty owing to his 
station, ro be aspired wot to be identified with it, He pre- 
ferred to occupy the position of a tenantin trust. His gains 
were tought and obtained, not as an end, but aa means 
to an eod—got with view to himself, but with « view 
to othere, Ho held himself to be « debtor to his kind, 
and his accumulations were used in the fuithful discharge of 
that debt ‘This moral conviction waa evidently deeply rooted 
in his heart. It withstood all the influences which would 








hot command the approbation of his reason. He spared 
paina to wicertain how he could direct his beneflccnce into the 
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moet serviceable channels, He Inid out his immense wealth 
with ns conscientious # carefulneas as he might have done if 
ho had expected to be called upon to account for and justify 
every shilling of his expenditure, Rarely bas the life of « 
plutocrnt exhibited so perfect an iNuastration of the idea of 
stewardship as did George Peabody's. Few intelligent men 
of this generation will forget the letter in which he sketched, 
for the intended trastees of his bounty to the poor af London, 
his own views of the object to which it might be use- 
fully devoted. Puuperiam bed no attractions for him-- 
industrious and straggling poverty chiefly engromed his 
sympathies. Indeed, it was o marked feature of his benefi- 
cence that it almost invariably had respect to something 
beyond, and better and more enduring than the immediate 
bene&it it might confer. Sometimes patriotiam, sometimes 
international amity, gave direction to bis Wberality. He st 
the highest store upon education, and, in applying his 
resources for the advantage of his own countrymen, ho 
selected precisely those modes of assisting them which were 
neost peculiarly ndapted to their position and wants. The 
“Penbedy Institute” at Dantera, the "Literary and Scien- 
tific Institute" at Baltimore, and his munifcent contribu- 
tion to the “Southern Educational Fund" bear testimony 
to his quick appreciation of the special wants of his com- 
patriots, amd of the special needs of the times. The 
means of intellectual refisement, where they could be- 
come available, and of elementary instruction where they 
were most lacking and most urgently required, drew forth his 
rendicst and largest bounty. London presented a different 
claim upon his parse. Even education could do but little for 
the industrious poor of the metropolis until they were better 
housed, His penctrnting glumce fastened at once upon the 
rpocial need of the capital, aud in supplying the remedy bis 
bead and heart united in doing the very best that could be 
done, 

Mr, Peabody's life was an impressive homily from begin- 
ning to end. It wae full of the moet timely lessons enforced 
upon soclety, not by words, but by deeds, He has rebuked 


sympathy extending beyond merely 
limits. He bas set an example of wise philanthropy capable 
of being imitated on the largest scale without undermining 
the self-reliant spirit of the poor. Above all, he bas taught us 
the trae uses of wealth--on what conditions it should be held 
by ite proprietors, in what waya it may be fruitfully employed, 
and what durable honour and happiness it may be made to 
achiove for the comparutive few to whom it is given, Rich

futaro, should happen under conditions in which the pre- 
ferences of the colonists may be quietly accorded to them, and 
which will entail upon coming gunerutions no wnpleasant 
remembrances, Bat, whilst they have schooled themselves to 
expect that the ties which connect the old country with the 
new countries will be eventwally dissolved, they bave done 
nothing that we are aware of to hasten the dissolution or to 
show that they are impatient for its occurrence. It cannot 
truly be alleged against themn that they have undervalued the 
prestige which the colonies confer upon the empire. It cun- 
not fairly be snid that it hes cost them nothing, or that 
they hare borne the cost in # niggerdly spirit, If now the 
colonies which have received the boon of self-government are 
reminded of their duty to “pay thelr way" in the manage- 
ment of their own internal affairs, it can hardly be maintained 
in regard to any one of them that the unpleasant obligation 
‘was pot upon them before they were well able to bear it, 

Our kinsmen on the other side of the ocean, be it the 
Atlantic or be it the Pacific, will readily admlt, we think, 
that we have manifested mo desire, of late years ut any rate, 
to abridge their political righta, We have never taxed them, 
as Goorge I11, essayed to tax hit American colonkee. We have 
given over into their hunds the fullest authority to make 
thelr own laws, to raise thelr own revenues, to dispoee of their 
own lands, to settle their own domestic policy. They could 
hardly be freer or more independent if they were separated 
froea us than they are already, That they hare been fully 
conscious of this, several of them have proved by adopting 
tariffs which, however conreniont to themselves, are hostile to 
the commerce of the mother country. It is notorious that, 
with cocasional intermissions incident to all communities, 
thelr course has been, on the whole, thriving and prosperous, 
end that, with unlimited resourses waiting for development, and 
opportunities inviting improvement, their burdens arc light as 
compared with these of the parent State, ‘True, we are vastly 
wealthier then they in nceumslated capital, Trae nlso that 
as capital accrues to them it is immediately absorbed by works 
which civilisation imperatively requires; but there can be no 
Goubt whatever that in our colonies the competence that is 
necessary for a comfortable subsistence is much more evenly 
diffused than it is in this country, and that industry is less 
severely taxed for the mon-productive classes. It is certainty 
not required by equity—nor, in our judgment, by round 
policy —that the Britsh workman should be muluted of a part 
of bis hard earnings, in order that the mach more prosperous 
and hopeful colonist should escape the pecuniary pressare 
which adverse cireamstances may chance to throw upon him, 

We fear there is something belind this sudden agitation. 
It is & curious coincidence that the revivalists of commercial 
protection under the guise of reciprocity hare taken up the 
supposed cause of the colonists, Tm & memorial to her Majesty

room, and the male and 
femnlo bed-rooms, Each oot 
tage is provided with a 
wathing-copper, & tuk, and 
& Greolay baking-oven, fitted 
upin thercallery, The living- 
rooms hare dwarf cepboarda 
on cach side of the Sreplace, 
with book-shelres = sbore, 
The fireplaces arw fitted with 
cottage range with ovens, 
and the bed-roces finrplaces

‘We hope the British pubtlo will net allow itrelf to be ied 
pda miperticinl currunt of whet fa called “ popalar sen- 
timent” im Ireland to false conclariona, At first wight, the 
political phewomens which are just now attracting attention 
in {be sister country puxtle as well as dirappoint intelligent 
patristiom. Tt vcems as if a policy of justice, however sye- 
temotically it is parsucd, instead of conciliating and tempering 
down inveternto dixtrost of Imperial rule, rather exatperates tt. 
There is more disturbance at the preront moment in Ireland, 
it is alleged, than there bas been for many years past. The 
Government which abolished the "sentimental grievance” of 
the Irish Church Establishment, which is about to grapple 
qwith the still more serious evils rewalting from on unfair aystem 
ef land tenure, amd which avows ite intention to conform its 
rule of Ireland of much as possible to Trish ides, 40 
for from having won the confidence of the people acrots 
the Chanel, would appear to have roused thelr bitterest 
hatred. Fenisnlam was hardly ever more rife or more 
qudacious. The extravagantly impracticable demands pat 
forward, for the frst time, on behalf of the existing class of 
fenente-ot-will; the fesolent tone in which am unconditional 
amnesty was claimed for Penian convicts; wad the election 
of O'Denovan Ross as member of Parliament for Tipperary, 
for no other renson on earth that can be assigned than that 
ef hurling contempt amd defiance at British rule—to say 
nothing of the renewed activity of agrarian lnwleames:—are 
but teo well calculated to breed doubts in even well-disposed 
winds whether, after all, the time has yot come for per- 
manently improving the condition of the Irish people by 
legieleting for them as we might reasonably think they would 
wish to Jogislate for themeelves, Justice and beniguity, it 
hos been suggested, are simply thrown away upon a nation 
whilst ite temper is excited beyond control. This ls a kind 
of temporary madness which calls rather for severe restraint, 

Are we satisfied that we are not under a radical misappre- 
heneion of the true meaning of (he facta with which we have 
to deal? Have we sounded the national feeling fn Ireland to 
fits lowest depts? Are we justified in talking of the Irish 
people 2s a whole when we speak despondingly of the effect 
of o policy of cren-banded fnstice upon them? Is it mot 
Mkely—nay, is it not all but certain—that in regarding recent 
occurrences ns marking the general temper of the Celtic race, 
we are drawing broad conclusions from ao very narrow and 
partial indwction of facts’ Ls the state of Ireland really more 

now than it was two o¢ three years ago? That 
it bas pushed to the eurfeco moro loathsome phenomena 
we admit. That Fenian disloyalty is more rimpant 
aizce the fnitiation of Mr. Gladstone's policy cannot, 
perbape, be denied. But do the Feninna really con- 
stitute amything like a seajority of Irishmen in Ircland, 
er do their numbers warrant our thinking and apeak- 
ing of them as thongh they fairly represented the commanity 
ef which they arc but a part? The truth is, we are some- 
what too apt, in forming a jedgment of the national will, 
te ascribe far too much importance to what ie upon the sur- 
face, and to overlook the immense volume of patriotic senti- 
ment which is latent in the general body. That which is just 
now in Irelond is not o spontaneous product of 
the national mind, it {s too partial, too local, too shifty, too 
culragecus. Tnetead of proving that the evil plight of Ireland 
is irremediable, it indicates tome progress towarda recorery— 
just es in the treatment of certain direnses, an eruption upon 
the skin may be taken as good evidence that the right com- 
tive method is belng pursued. 

‘We know the general nature amd objects of Penlaniam, It 
does not nits at the redress of wrongs, ecclesiastical, political, 
orrocial. Ite dream is, not to make Ireland prosperous, or 
free, or even independent, but to separate ber from Great 
Britain, come what may of the separation. It would offer 
allegiance to France, or to the United States, to-morrow, if it 
could thereby wreak fla revenge upon this country, The 
Imperial policy thet would beet euit ite purpose would be one 
of rigour ond oppression. A policy of true concilintion cuts 
away the ground of ita hopee. Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Bright, 
the settlement of the Church question, and the prospective 
sdjustment of the land tenure question, are formidable to it, 
and are hated by it, just im proportion a they promise to 
exceed iy removing discontent, -Fenianiam is wafficiently 
sagacious to foresce that justice to Ireland is death to itself, 
as naterally and os certainly os the druining of o marsh 
annihiletes the will-o'-the-wisp which danced upon ft surface, 
Tte time is hort. Parliament is intent npon drying up the 
sources of Ireland's social wrongs. Every wise and good 
measure which it passes with this view operates as a powerful 
dixinfectant, amd reacues lange clewes from the danger of 
trensoncus contagion, Fenianies eourt therefore be quick, 
or it will leee the slender chances which it has. There axints 
® considerable section of the population upon which it can 
Play with tome show of success, Shopboys and clerks, inflated 
with wild dreasa: of personal ambéition ; petty tradeamen who, 
ih incessant struggles with misfortune, have lost their credit ; 
beets of men who can find for themselves no plice 
in the arrangement of society; all those who, having nothing 
te lote, welcome any state of confusion oat of which, peruiven- 
tare, they may gein some advantage; the wretched, the 
ostenrt, the depraved, or what in this country we should call 
the dangerous classes ;—theee, sparsely beaprinkled with 
persons of moderate means and intelligence, whose jodgeent 
bas been overpowered nnd bound by their passion for romance, 
make up, for the most part, the materials which Fonianism 
moulds to its perpores. Tn ubsolute wumbers they are not very 
formidable — relatively to the entire nation they are con. 
temptible; but they are organived, they can act *imaltanconsly. 
and, like a few men In a crowded meeting, they can conceal 
thelr cemparntive (nsignificance by the noise they make,

When the 
Church question wns up they ecarned it im comparison with 
that of the land. As eves as the turn of the Inad question 
come, they crowed it with that of a national amacsty. The 
amnerty having been properly refused them, they have sicoed 
a blow, by the election of O'Donovan Rossa, at Parliamentary 
wepresentation. It matters not what good they spoil, or what 
fuly prospects they blight. This ls the line they have chosen, 
firet with a view to turn back the good intentions of the 
Dritith people and Government towards Useir countey, and 
ultimately to prevent cordial union between them, 
Now, all this outmgeous perverwity signifies that 4 policy 
of Ifustice is teHing, and will tell, in » progressive ratio, spon 
the Irish nation. If it had proved, or were likely to prove, a 
failure it would not have stirred wp auch despernte enmity in 
Fenian bosoms. ‘The wondcr is that society in Ireland allows 
itself to be so misrepresented; nnd yet, perhaps, when we 
cotsider what has more than omce occurred in England, the 
wonder ceases, It is not until endurance has been tried 
beyond all tolerabJe timits that the quiet classes, which consti 
tute the vast majority, think of combining to put the factions 
cat of countenance. Still, the prevent danger is lest the 
“irreconeilables" should be confounded by pablic opinion 
with the Irth people, Government, we trast, will make no 
such mistake, nor Parlinment, nor the Liberal constituencies 
of Great Britain, They will hold on their way towards ends 
thot ore rensonable, equitable, and politic in thomelres, 
without regurd to the senseless clamour of men who 
take, counsel of their passions, and immult jadgment on 
ita very throne, They will not be overcome of evil, 
but will orercome evil with good. Human nature is haman 
nature all the world over. Irishmen are pot inaensible to jast 
and kindly treatment, whaterer a band of malcontents, pre- 
summing to speak in thelr name, may pretend to the contrary. 
There is nothing im recent occurrences that ought to dis- 
bearten us, far less to make us swerve from the righteous 
course we have resolved to pursue, Artificial discontent we 
may deepite eo long a4 we are conscientiously striving to 
abate that which is notaral and real, The question is whether 
Fenton dreams or Imperial justice will sooner win Ireland's 
confidence and affection, For our own part, we hove not the 
lewst doubt of the isewe.

The domestic politics of the kingdom of Italy have censed for 
some thne past to excite public intervst beyond tho limita of 
the peninsula iteclf. The sudden ond dangerous illness of 
Victor Rrmanuel asd the birth of an Italian Prince at Naples, 
im the direct line of succession to the throne, did, indeed, 
attract the momentary attention of Europe, But Italy has, 
fortunately or unfortunately for hereelf, attained « position of 
independence which makes the management of her political 
affairs a matter of comparative indifference to the reet of the 
world, The guidance of her national destiny is neither so 
utterly bad aa to endanger the peace of earrounding mations, 
nor so brilliantly successful os to commend it as o model 
for general imitation. The fact fs, the task assigned to 
her, althoagh an ardvous one, is ome which, well or 
ill performed, concerns almost exclasively the interests of her

Roederr, whose sweet scent will tempt a foxbound off the line of 
hia fox, as wellas red-deer, Jose searly all their natural shymese 
whem hunger forces them iato these applications for outdoor relief, 
Nothing seems to come amis to them f& this cide, They will 
attack the trees when they are very sharp set, and Jeave po bark 
withia their reach. They ore uscommesly foud of turnips, 
tet they root them up in rather a wnsteful way, ond is 
cuumer time ® Keeper could tel) at once whether o stag or a 
Lind had beem abroad by woticing the mode in which the rows had 
Seen dealt with. In Soincreetehire this mode of otewrration is often 
a great abl to the forester, while he is teying to Nod the harbour of 
a wild dowr fee the hounds. Hoy, eves when very much starved 
out, they never take te kindly. 

If very bard weather overtakes them in a park the keepers 
will sometimes moko them, amesg other things, = small
